Drinks at a seatless bar, therefore, are 
quite short drinks. When seated, there is certainly 
more inducement to “have another” than otherwise, 
At the same time, let me point out that, on the Con- 
tinent, where all cafés have scats, intoxication is the 
rarest thing. Phe café is more of a club to its patron: 
than is the British bar. Besides, in Paris partien- 
larly, the prevailing drinks at cafés, excepting 
absinthe, are syrups and non-intoxicants generally, 
one of which, people find, is quite enough,

‘Do you pick up bargains on street 
barrows, or where?” ——----——— The best way to 
begin collecting rare books is to get yourself born 
fairly well-to-do. There are too many millionaire 
rivals at the game for prices to be low cnough for che 
modest purse. A really rare cdition of a classic book 
may be worth anything from five pounds upwards, 
and is Lg aed in the hands of one or other of the 
great book dealers. Such treasures gencrally reach 
the public through the sale of some private collection. 
These an are attended by book-valucrs attached to 
one of these firms, who are instructed to offer for 
anything really valuable. When the book is secured, 
the firm’s regular clients are informed of the fact. 
As to sirect barrows, the average man can often pick 
up really useful books for a few coppers, of which he 
might otherwise be ignorant. However, the collector 
of rare editions does not usually find much in the 
street, simply because he would be unlikely to find 
them there. If you should sce a very uld book on a 
stall for a@ penny or twopence, it is most likely 
damaged in such a way as to be valucless lo collectors, 
At the same time, the book itself, from a literary 
standpoint, is worth buying, and, aftcr all, that is 
the most important. Most of us are content to rest 
with that, and leave the rare editions and binding to 
those whose hobby lies that way.
